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Against Isolation 


An Alberta law prohibiting Hutterites from 
buying or leasing land in this province expires 
on April 30, this year, and the Government has 
set up a special committee of the legislature to 
make recommendations with regard to the re- 
newal of this law. 

This committee has heard both representat- | 
ions urging renewal and urging that the 
regulation be allowed to die. 

Those who wish it to be renewed point out 
that the Hutterites live in self-contained colon- 
ies, speaking their own language, perpetuating 
their own customs, and living according to their 
own traditions. They have made not the slightest 
attempt to become real Canadians or merge 
themselves into the national life of Canada. 

Those who oppose renewal declare that the 
measure is undemocratic and discriminatory, 

The law is obviously discriminatory, But 
there is nothing undemocratic about discrimina- | 
tion. We discriminate against bank robbers and 
‘nieves and pickpockets, for a very good and 
otivious reason. 

Why, then, should we not discriminate | 
against foreign settlers who by carrying into this 
country the grudges and hatreds and feuds of 
their native lands, and by perpetuating these in | 
isolated communities, become as real a menace 
to the democracy of the country as the law- 
breakers. 

It might be argued that there may be a bet- 
ter way of breaking up the Hutterite colonies 
than by legislation depriving these people of 
part of their citizenship rights. This might be 
true, But surely the legislature of this province 
is justified in taking any necessary measures to 
break up colonies which only exist in order that 
their membcrs may avoid becoming full-fledged 
Canadian citizens. 


Canada’s Wheat Policy 


Under the four-year contract now in effect. 
Britain has undertaken to buy an average of 
150,000,000 bushels of Canadian wheat during 
the present and each of the succeeding three 
years, The Internationa] Wheat Council] has sub- 
mitted a draft arrangement which would ensure 
Canada an export market of 200,000,000 bushels 
per year. 

Adding these marketing plans, and allowing 
for over-lapping, the answer is an assured out- 
side average demand for 310,000,000 bushels of 
Canadian wheat in each of the next three years. 
This is what the calculation comes to, according 
to Hon. A J. MacKinnon and Rt. Hon. J, G. Gar- 
diner. 

The international wheat agreement has not 
yet been ratified. This can take place during the 
coming summer. The implication from the above 
statement is that Canada will exert all possible | 
pressure to secure its ratification. Since every | 
exporting country is facing a possibility of world | 
surplus a year from next fall, they are al] likely 
to stand for acceptance. Nor are the importing | 
countries likely to oppose, for chaos in wheat 
marketing would mean chaos elsewhere. 

Never before have Canadian wheat-growers 
had any such assurance of a market years in ad- 
vance, in peacetime. To export 310,000,000 bush- 
els per year they would have to produce 400,- 
000,000 bushels. Since they are to produce in the 
light of a guaranteed price, they can calcu- 
late ahead as to income and profits—always mak- 
ing allowance for the possibility that bad wea- 
ther in some producing area may push prices 
far above the floor price 

Except in wartime, farmers in Canada and 
elsewhere have grown wheat as a speculation. 
There was always the question of whether it 
could be sold, and if saleable the question of 
what could be got for it. These long-range 
agreements will eliminate the speculative fea- 
ture and make wheat-growing a strictly business 
proposition. The grower will know ahead of 
time that he can sell all his land can produce 
and that he will get the floor price, or something 
more, never less 

The farmer has long complained, and with 
truth, that while he had to produce wheat as 
a speculation, the manufacturer had the great ad- 
vantage of knowing in advance that the market 
would almost certainly absorb his entire output, 
and of knowing also what his selling price would 
be. The new policy of selling the Dominion’s 
wheat crops years in advance, and with a pegged 
bottom price, will give the Canadian grower the 
enviable security which the manufacturer en- 
joys. 


Pre-Marital Tests 


Last August The Edmonton Bulletin publish- 
ed an editorial criticizing the operations of the 
legislation providing for pre-marital tests for 
venerea] disease in Alberta. This editorial offer- 
ed the opinion that the tests were not applied 
properly 

Now The Bulletin has a letter from an official 
of the provincia) department of public health 
inviting this newspaper to reconsider its stand 
in view of certain statistical information con- 
tained. This information reveals that, during 
1946, 20,298 persons in this province underwent 
the pre-marital test and that 204 of these were 
found to have the disease. 


The question was not raised as to the advis- 
ability of requiring pre-marital tests for ven- 
ereal disease, On the contrary, this paper sup- 
ports such tests warmly and congratulates the 
department on the zeal with which it has pur- 


sued them. 

The criticism offered in August, und re- 
peated now, is that it is folly to force pe 
take venerea) tests and then permit them to get 
married whether they have the disease or not 
It is surely ridiculous to permit the issuance of 
marriage license on production of evidence that 
the candidates for matrimony © merely te 
en a test—and without proof that the test wa 
negative.

Likely We'll Get More 


The Canadian consumer may expect to get 
six to eight pounds more sugar in 1947 than he 
got in 1946. This is the interpretation placed by 
officials at Ottawa on the working out of the in- 
ternational sugar allotment for the year. 

The world supply available for distribution 
is placed at 14,986,000 short tons, There are 24 
countries in the pool. The basis of distribution is 
to give each country 75 per cent at least of the 
pre-war consumption per capita, Canada, the 
United States and Britain fare somewhat better. 
Presumably because their normal import is high- 
er than that of some other countries and is taken 
to mean that they require more. 

The supply allotted to Canada and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom is said to be about the same, per 
head, as that going to the United States, But -it 
will not work out in the same number of pounds 
to the individual consumer, Thus while house- 
holders in the United States are likely to get 90 


pounds each, those in Canada are in prospect of | 


about 84 pounds each. 

The explanation may be that in Canada a 
larger proportion of the supply goes to bakers 
and other industrial users, Canadians get away 


with a lot of candy, ice cream, confectionery and | 


other sugared foods, Maybe the climate accounts 
for this. 

Pre-war consumption of sugar in Canada 
was close to 100 pounds per person, It will sur- 
prise most people to learn that the total con- 
sumption is and has been around 75 per cent of 
this amount, The difference between the ration 
allowance for a year and 75 pounds indicates 
how much of the total goes into prepared food 
and confections, 

While the probable increase to the private 


| consumer has yet to be announced, it is welcome 


news that there is likely to be an increase, As 
a nation we sure do like our sugar. 


Bevin’s Indiscretion 

Mr, Bevin finally blurted out what he must 
have felt like saying for a good while. He said 
the Palestine negotiations were messed up when 
President Truman and Governor Dewey bid 
against each other in declaring that a heavy 
immigration of Jews into the Holy Land should 
be permitted. 

Naturally there are repercussions at Wash- 
ington, But as tempers cool it will be recognized 
that Mr. Bevin speaks with complete knowledge 
when he Says that prior to this intervention there 
was a prospect that Jews and Arabs would reach, 
or would accept a compromise on the immigrat- 
ion question. The events bespeak the change 
that came about afterward. 

Despite the present position of things, the 


British secretary says he is willing to make one | 


more attempt to solve the Palestine problem be- 
fore throwing it on the table of the United Na- 
tions. That sounds optimistic. United Nations 
officials must be all for giving him an eleventh- 
hour chance to save them from a task they can- 
not covet, 

President Truman would undoubtedly help 
to brighten the outlook if he would issue anoth- 
er statement, urging both the racial contenders 
to stop fighting and listen to reason. A second 
intervention would be still more effective if the 
President—whose good intentions have never 
been in doubt—were to offer to take a hand in 
shaping the terms of settlement. He could prop- 
erly do so because the future of Palestine is es- 
sentially a question of broad and keen internat- 
ional interest.

While in Ottawa recently I 
had an opportunity of discussing 
with the VLA officials there the 
question of financial assistance 
for those veterans who are tak- 
ing provincial land under what 
is known in Alberta as a “miscel- 
laneous lease.” I discovered that 
negotiations have been complet- 
ed betweerl provincial and Do- 
| minion officials and that the V- 
LA's legal department are now 
| working out the final details. It 
is hoped that all the loose ends 
will be tied up before the end 
of March—but then legal de- 
partments aren't noted for 
|speedy action in this kind of 
thing.

THESE LEASES are import- 
ant to men who require land for 
other than strictly agricultural 
uses; such as fur-farming, in 
connection with commercial fish- 
ing, as business or home sites, 


dude ranches and other under-! 


taking covering a wide range of 
uses, Under this type of lease the 
leasee takes out a ten year 
lease which contains a clause 
permitting him to renew it at 
the end of each ten year period. 
At first the VLA stalled at giving 
financial assistance where the 
veteran could not obtain title, 
but a working arrangement has 
finally been agreed upon. 

Once ihe lawyers at Ottawa 
have finished playing around 
with the legal documents they 
are preparing, veterans will be 


able to apply for the $2,320 non- 
repayable grant which is now 
‘available to those who take land 
| under agricultural leases, 

| While these negotiations have 
|been going on the province = 
‘been qualifying veterans for 
these eases and the VLA have 
been listening to their storics 
but no financial] assistance hus 
been forthcoming. VLA's treas- 
ury department just won't pay 
out one nickle until all the legal 
angles have been tied up. This 
may scem like unnecessary red 
tape to the man who is waiting 
for his money but from an acd- 
ministrative point of view there 
is no other way of doing busin- 
' ess without — trouble,

| 
IN ALBERTA, land is now 
available to veterans under the 
| following categories, under all 
|of which he may receive VLA 
| financial assistance; school lands, 
| agricultural leases on unimprov- 
ed land, and miscellaneous leas- 
es. Veterans may also apply for 
cultivation and grazing leases, 
but financial assistance from 
VLA is not available for those 
who hold only this type of lease, 
It is hoped too, before the sum- 
mer is over, that the land now 
being cleared north of Wanhain 
will be available for settlement 
by veterans, In Saskatchewan 
provincial lands are being mace 
available to veterans on a 33 
year lease basis for use in co- 
operative large-scale farming 
| ventures.

Ottawa; Canada’s war effort,

haps received the attention it 
deserved. Billions of dollars 
were spent in this country on 
war supplies, on the expansion 
of factories, on entirely new in- 
dustrial processes, Regardless of

ficiency of those in all walks of 
life who ran the show. Canadians 
who remember the profiteering 
and other unsavory chapters of 
Canadian history during 
First World War will be partic- 
ularly heartened by our record 
in the Second World War.

Not even a rat or a ter- 
mite will invade its privacy—for the 
Antarctic is as free of them as it is 
of man.

& well-stocked haven, they are in- 
vited to investigate Little America. 


‘There they will find enough food to} 


keep 200 men more than a year. 
Due to sub-zero weather the meat 
will be as fresh as the day it was 
sliced and the butter as tasty as 
the day it was churned.

Tf clothes are needed they can 
get them from the storeroom where 
underwear, mukluks, socks, and face 
enough parkas, mittens, long red 
masks are stored to keep & man 
warm for 1,000 years.

Split Threatens 
Australia Labor 


| CANBERRA, Australia, (CP)—A 
disagreement over wage ceilirtgs, 
arbitration of labor disputes and 
taxation of low incomes threatens 
to develop a breach between politi- 
cal and industrial authority in the 
Australian labor movement 

Steps taken by the Labor govern- 
ment, representing the political 
branch of the movement, to remedy 
conditions which have caused 
strikes in recent months in New 
South Wales, Victoria and South 
Australia, have been declared un- 
Satisfactory by the labor unions’ 
federal executive which demands 
further concessions. 

The industrial executive, the 
Australasian Council of Trades 
unions wants complete abolition of 
|wage ceilings, a 40-hour week, 
arbitration duties in the hands of 
arbitration commissioners not jud- 
ges, as well as an increase of $3.20 
weekly in minimum wage schedules, 
and remeval of taxation on incomes 
below ayear 

The government has made con- 
cessions, It loosened anti-inflation 
regulations which had prohibited 
wage increases, It raised the basic 
wage from $16 to $17.25 a week and 
prepared a plan to speed up arbit- 
ration of disputes. 

The government has made no 
move to meet the demand regard- 
ing taxation.

ish Agency for Palestine, said on 
his arrival here Wednesday from 
New York 

MR, WEISGAL, who divides his 
time between his headquarters in 
New York, Europe and Palestine 
is on a lecture tour of the west and 
addressed a meeting Wednesday 
night in Talmud Torah Hall, 

A writer and political observer 
Mr. Weisgal said his agency did 
not condone violence and terrorism 
but he observed that the British 
activity in attempting to purge 
the underground would receive 
small assistance from the Jewish 
people 

“CERTAINLY the Jewish people 
are not going to turn informant 
to a nation which is repressing 
them,” said Mr. Weisgal 

He said he believed the Jewish 
homeland problem could be scived 
by creating a partitioned state in 
Palestine, for entry of 1,500,000 
Jews, which is the remainder left 
out of 8,000,000 Jews in Europe be- 
fore they were. slaughtered and 
dispersed during the war 

Commenting on a complaint by 
Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin 
that American interference was dis- 
rupting settlement of the Jewish 
problem, Mr. Weisgal said “Bevin 
can't come along and complain now 
about the United States after hav- 
ing invited American participation 
in policy to be laid down on the 
Palestine question.” 

HE OBSERVED that no small 
state could exist today without pro- 


tection from the bigger powers 
The Jews who wished to enter 
Palestine were not seeking refuge 
or haven in any other land, but 
definitely wished to establish a 
homeiand of their own, he said 

He will continue to Calgary and 
Vancouver for speaking engage- 
ments.

WHY DOES A MATCH STRIKE? 
A match strikes because we make 
| it warm by rubbing it on some- 
thing. You know that you have to 
rub something rather rough, so 
there is a good deal of friction. 
| This makes the match hot. Rub 
the tip of your finger on your 
coat, and you will soon make your 
finger hot. 

The match’s head is made of a 
mixture of things to which noth- 
ing happens as long as they are 
kept ordinarily cool, but as soon 
as they are made hot enough, they 
catch fire—that is to say, they com- 
bine with the oxygen of the air, 
and so burn. 

Over a hundred years ago, the 
first friction match was made, and 
even the best of these at first 
required a lot of frictionfor it 
had to be drawn up between two 
pieces of sand-paper, before it 
would catch fire. Then the curious 
element called phosphorus, which 
really means lightbearer, began 
to be used. The special pecularity 
of phosphorus is that it readily 
catches fire. 

But a number of other things 
are put into 
especially something which itself 
contains oxygen and can supply 
it for purpose of burning even 
more readily than the oxygen of 
the air. That is why you get a 
| little explosion when you strike 
some kinds of matches. 

But there is a certain amount

My own first baby was an enor- 
mous water drinker. Being very 
ignorant about the ways of young | 
babies, I thought this was a natural 
thirst and I saw that she had water, 
large quantities of it between each 
nursing. Once when she had to be 
taken on a sleeper I felt we could 
not get through the night because 
the water bottle was crushed as 
the berth was made up. | 

The modern baby ts scornful of | 
water, because of the large and 
generous formulas to which he is 
accustomed, The baby two months | 
of age can and does take as much 
as seven or more ounces of for- 
mula at a feeding, while the poor 
infant of 30 years ago was given 
two ounces more than her age in 
months and not a drop more. No 
wonder she cried for water. 

When it is hot babies get thirsty 
and may drink water eagerly be- 
tween feedings.
